For the first time in the history 
of English music women have been 
heard in fizst-dass orchestra.

at a Ij- r. i^n theater. Hitherto a 
woman harpist is the only feminine 
figure which has appeared in firtt- 
class orchestra, the harp being what 
Dr. Smyth describes as "an eminent- 
ly ladyUks inatmmeBt'* Shsdaims 
that women can look very pretty 
playing wind instruments, and that 
their fminfaiity need not haTt any 
effect on the volome of sound they 
prodnea. The amotint of noise is 
not a resolt necessarily of physique, 
but rather of intensity of filing: 
this is Dr. Smyth's contention and in 
intensity it cannot be said the 
women are lackinf . Tlw songs in 
which these ladie* were tested were 
extremely difficult and very modem, 
and hsve hitherto taxed ttiie eapoeity 
of the first-class male performer to 
the utmost, but they stood the test 
admirably, snd flievs assms no good 
rtason why in future the symphony 
orchestra and its prototypes ^ould 
not hare tile dull numotoigr of its 
blaok-ooated music maslsn nUsfSd 
by feminine frills.

Choice Beet A luxury. 

Wholesalers are niarkinjr the 
price of corn-Snished beef a notch 
hiffher every week. An article 
that was superabundant a few 
months bad; is becoming rare. 
Choice bullocks are quotable to 
$8.76 this week, and cattle eqaally 
good sold at $r>25r''6.50 early in 
the summer. Revulsion of senti- 
ment is is the principal factor in 
current scarcity. Market predic- 
tion of a $9 trade in such steers 
elicits no contradiction, and the 
show sale at the International ma.v 
be pyrotechnic, unless too many 
are held back for that event. 

Promptly the wail of the dis- 
tributor is heard. No. 1 ribs 
have advanced to 17ic., and loins 
to 21c.; and the retailer, in an 
effort to justify his stereotyped 
martrin, is eloquent on the sub- 
ject of scarcity. But when tlie 
same grades of beef w«re selling 
at barjrain rates in the packers' 
coolers last winter and throut^ii 
the tirst half of the summer, con- 
sumers derived no benefit. A 
rule that does not work both ways 
is a poor otie. 

Beef is nut the only illustration 
of this faulty s.ystem of distribu- 
tion. A yesr aso the common re- 
tail price of apples in Chicago was 
50c. a peck; today about the same 
sale tickets are used by market- 
men, but apples have practically 
no commercial value in orchards 
located less than 50 miles distant. 
Bacon costs almost as much now 
with light hoffs on a $6.85 basis as 
when $9 or mors was the stock- 
yards price. 

When the current run of grass- 
ers wanes, and it is tapering off 
weekly, retailers will find them- 
selves at the end of their niinl)uw. 
Any attempt on their part to main- 
tain the protits possible during the 
recent period of plentitude with- 
out arousing the ire of consum- 
ers, will merely a^^'^ravate the case

TO K»P BUTTIR OOOU 

A convenient and easy way to 

keep butter ! is by applying the 
principle of cooling by evaporation, 
as used in the wet bulb of the wei 
and dry Imlh hygronifter. The but- 
ter if. placed in a dosed receptacle 
(butter dish with lid ). and after this 
lius been placed in a soup plate con- 
laining water a wet cloth is put over 
the dish with its cuds in the water. 
Evaporation goes on at tlie surface 
of the cloth, and more water is sup- 
plied to the cloth from the piaee 
below. This keeps the eloth and 
dish inside at a few degrees below 
the atmospheric temperature, and by 
this means butter can be kept Arm 
in the hottest days.

Tho.v 
limited the number of bills that 
could be introduced and put con- 
ditions aruuiid the method of in- 
troducing. Tliey gave to women 
the right to vole. They enabled 
the people to pass laws or amend 
the constitution independently of 
the Lejjislaturo, and with cortain 
exceptions to repeal any measure 
passed by the Legislature. They 
forbade reversals by Appellate 
Courts in criminal casos unloss it 
was shown tl)!it there had been 
miscarriage ol justice. They pro- 
vided for the recall of public 
officials iodudinir judffea. They 
made possible an employers' lia- 
bility system irrespective of fault 
•on either side. They granted to 
■cities power to establish, own, and 
operate piil)lic works for light, 
tieat, power, telephone, and trans- 
portation. Thev provided that no 
change in textbooks necessitating 
the purchase of new Ijooks by pu- 
pils should be made oftener than 
once in four years. When Gov- 
ernor Johnson wqs elected, Cali* 
foriiia loolc lifr stand as an em- 
phatically progressive State, and 
she has been making that position 
more unmistakable ever since. 
To lier citizens in general belongs 
the credit, but let us hope that 
the public remembers that but for 
the courage and persistence of 
Francis . I. Ilcney tlio State would 
liave l)(>eri a longer time in reach- 
ing iier proud position. Hency's 
health was injured, and liis world- 
ly prosperity diminished, by what 
he did, but the benefit is reaped 
by his fellow countrymen.

Frenehman gays It Is Inherited In. 
eUnot to Protect Organlass Pfem 
MIMts ef PaUfiMi 

At the National Museum for 
Natural History in Paris M. R. Le- 
gendre lately delivered an extremely 
interesting lecture on "The Phydolo- 
gy of Sleep," which summarizes the 
latest researches on the subject. He 
admitted at the onteet that it was 
impossible to give an exact defini- 
tion of sleejj, which was to be dis- 
tinguished from narcosis, hypnotism 
and lethargy, and devoted himself 
chiefly to investigating the cause of 
sleep, of which many explanations 
have been suggestsd. He showed by 
fairly conclusive arguments that this 
could be neither brain pallor, nor in- 
toxieatioo by eaibanie sdd, nor the 
presence of narcotic substances in 
the blood, theories which have had 
in their turn greater or less soccese ; 
and finally avowed his preference for 
the view of Prof. Claparede of Qe- 
□eva that sleep is not the result of 
fatigue but an inherited instinct de- 
signed to protect the organism 
against the ill effects of fatigue. He 
pointed out, however, that an injec- 
tion of the oerpbro-spinal (cephalo- 
rachidian ) fluid from an animal suf- 
fering from insomnia would produce 
the Pa me malady in one otherwise 
healthy; and that experiments were 
now being made to determine the 
toxic substance present in the fluid 
in question. Some of these experi- 
ments seem to shdw that the efltot of 
sleep is limited to the brain and 
nerves. — The Athenaeum.

PROPHET OF MID DLE AGES 

Miohael NeatradamH* roretold Many 
Ooourreitbea to l*«rMne Then Un- 
born* aivlng Their Namea. 

The greatest prophet of the mid- 
dle ages was Michael Nostradamus, 
who flourished in the first hall of the 
sixteenth oenhiiy. He predicted oc- 
currences to persons then unborn, 
and gave their names, and his pre- 
dictions were fnlfllied. He predict- 
ed the abdication of the Emperor 
Charlea V., the death o£ Henri II., 
the murder of Henri III. He pre- 
dicted that Louis XIII. would hare 
a Montmorency executed "iu an un- 
usual place" by an executioner 
named Clerepeyne. In 1689, ezaotly 
eighty years after the prophecy was 
printed, a Montmorency was exe- 
cuted on King Louis XIII.'s ordei^i 
by a soldier named Clerepeyne in an 
"unusual place" (the closed court 
of Toulouse eity hall). Neither 
Montmorency nor Clerepeyne was 
bom at the time of the prediction. 
Nostradamus further predicted the 
French Tevolutionary attack upon 
the Tulleries; dealt with Louis 
XVII.'s abortive flight to Varennes, 
and gave the name of the innkeeper 
who arrested the kmg. He predict- 
ed the defeat of Napoleon III. at Se- 
dan, lliere litter prophecies were 
nmde more than 200 and 800 jroaxs 
before they were fulfilled.

A eood deal of attention has 
been attracted l)y the story pub- 
lished widely in the newspai)ers 
that a dfteen-vcar-old boy is to be 
executed for marder in Arkansas. 
The whole subject of capita! pun- 
islinieiit is certainly on trial at 
present, but the facts in this case 
are not quite so definite as they 
were made out. In the first i)lace 
it is a mistake to suppose thai the 
case has been before the Governor. 
When the conviction was had in 
the lower court an appeal was 
prayed for and t^ranted to the Su- 
preme Court, iu which tribunal it 
is now pending. Hence all the 
thousands of letters gent to the 
(lovernor were base<] on a misuii- 
derstanding. If the Supreme 
Court affirms the judgment of the 
Circuit Court, it will still be sev- 
eral months before the matter can 
come before the Governor. The 
trial judge in Arkansas has no dis- 
cretion If the jury linds murder 
in the first desree, the judtre must 
fix the punishment as hanging. 
Whatever the wladom of that law, 



it is well to reiiKMuber that the 
testimony of llie defense coneorn- 
ing age was not uncontradicted. 
The murderer may have been a 
littlt> under sixteen, or cousider- 
alijy older.
